Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: (1) Regarding Gulari reference (7,157,517): The applicants intend to 
amend claim 1 by excluding "graphite structure" under the terminology of "aggregated paricles" in order to overcome 
the ODP, 103(a) and 102(e) rejections over Gulari; (2) Regarding Mielewski reference (6,753,360): The applicants 
argue that the reference fails to teach diffusing a coating agent between the aggreated particles, but only teaches 
mixing the layered silicate with a polymer before contacting with supercritical fluid to exfoliate the silicate, - They allege 
that the claimed diffusing is different from mixing taught by the reference and accordingly the ODP, 103(a) and 102(e) 
rejections over Mielewski should be removed; (3) Regarding 112, 2nd paragraph rejection: The applicants indicate that 
the description of page 39 in the specification defines the meaning of "catastrophically depressurizing", and the 
rejection therefore should be removed.
